T should 
judge the current at this Gme to be’ sis knots 
nn hour. Se yerirs back a natural barrier 
crossed the river some fifty ft below Kintéchen,

MEANS OF COMMUNICATION. 

Thtre are overland highways centreing in 
| this city from nine of the eighteen proving 
China. The principal part ofthe material formak- 
ing the porcelain comes from the seven Aséens 
constituting the prefecture of, Lochou,, A very 
fine Sualityal wire clay comes from. Nankangfu 
jon Vhe Poyang Lake, while the colouring forthe 

‘porcelain comes from the far-off. province .of 
unnan. ‘There are over one‘litndred ‘kilns in 
‘tho place, employing three Irundred thousand 
men, women, and children, It requires three 
days to bur a kiln of porcelain, and eich kitn 
averages 86 outputs a year, We were anxious 
to know why it was that porcelitin was manu- 
factured at no other place in’China, secing that 
the owners of the Kins. represented people 
from nearly every province in the Empire. 
We were told that it was.owing to the dryness 
and lightness of the atmosphere, such as was 
not to be ‘found elsewhere in the Empire, In 
former years these. kilns. were scattered qver
